WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 ‘AP)— 
Senator Lodge (Rep.), Massachu- 
setts, told the Senate today that 
much of a vast expansion of air- 
power during the next three years 
will be in tactical airpower in 
support of ground forces, remedy- 
ing “one of our gravest wea@k- 
nesses.”

I believe this to be the gen- 
eral ratio,” Lodge, a World War 
Il Army officer and longtime ad- 
vocate of increased airpower, told 
the Senate.

be completed in 1954,” Lodge said. 

He said this means that of a 
recent congressional supplemental 
‘defense money bill of 5 billion 
'dollars, about two-thirds would be

|prices under the new ceiling cal- 
culation system. 

“The new system allows each 
individual retailer to pass along 
increased wholesale costs, and is 
based on prices frozen last Dec. 
19,” explained Claxton Allen, dis- 
trict OPS director here. ‘“There- 
fore price changes will vary from 
store to store.” 

A spokesman for one chain 
store said fresh pork prices for 
his firm were increased an aver- 
age of 3 cents, while prices on 
smoked pork products were down 
3 cents. Other stores announced 
no price changes today but indi-

Tucker, city civil defense director, 
asserted in opening the course. 
“The medical skill, calmness and 
resourcefulness which you already 
have will be greatly enhanced by

He said per- 
sons already in debt who lost 
everything will never be able to 
pay back another loan, no mat- 
ter how liberal. 

Regarding the proposed flood 
insurance, Howse admitted the 
Administration has not yet de- 
veloped such a program, but is 
asking Congress to provide the 
money with assurance that a 
plan will be worked out. Pri- 
vate insurance firms have testl- 
fied that flood insurance is net 
feasible and would amount to a 
commitment to pay individuals 
for future losses by drawing 
money out of the Federal 
Treasury. . 

In response to queries from 
the subcommittee, Gov. Edward 
F. Arn of Kansas estimated state 
government expenses as a result 
of the flood at $12,525,000, in- 
cluding outlays still to come. 
Smith submitted what he termed

“A free people will demand the 
repeal of, this disgusting Iron Cur- 
tain order of -the President.” 
| Bricker urged speedy enact- 
ment of his bill to wipe the order 
aff the books. He said there is 
no doubt Congress has authority 
to do so. Other sponsors of the 
repeal measure are Senators 
Capehart (Rep.), Indiana, and 
Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan. 

The bill was introduced last 
Friday and was referred to the 
Senate Executive Expenditures 
Committee. That group has not 
met since. 

An identical measure was of- 
fered in the House today by Rep- 
resentative Bakewell (Rep.), St. 
Louis, who told the House the 
President’s order enables heads 
of executive agencies to “suppress 
and withhold any information” at 
will, 

“Secrecy is the cloak of dishon- 
esty,” he said. 

President’s Order. 

The presidential order, issued 
a week ago, provides for tighten- 
ing and. standardizing the han- 
dling of some military informa- 
tion. It authorizes federal civilian 
agencies to withhol@i data from 
the public if they deem such 
action necessary for national se- 
curity. The Defense and State 
Departments have had_= such 
authority all along. 

Truman has said there is no 
element of censorship about the 
order, and that it should not be 
used to stifle the free flow of 
news to the public. 

Presidential Secretary Joseph 
H. Short said yesterday Truman 
has no intention of rescinding the 
order. “There’s nothing wrong 
with the ordér,” Short said. 

Bricker, however, called it 
“vicious” and said it parallels 
steps taken in Russia, Argentina, 
India and Hitler Germany.

Truman is more concerned with 
suppressing information relative 
to corruption, disloyalty and the 
general incompetence which is 
the trademark of his administra- 
tion.” 

Bricker said everyone recog- 
nizes “that classification of in- 
formation for security reasons by 
the Defense Department and by 
the Atomie Energy Commission 
must be tolerated in spite of the 
inevitable abuses.” 

But he said the new order gives 
more than 60 federal departments 
and agencies “the same power to 
suppress information.” : 

Referring to the new measure 
as “a gag order,” Bricker said 
there are four aspects of it which 
support his assertion that the 
President apparently was con- 
cerned mainly about “suppressing 
information relative to corrup- 
ag 

Bricker said the order is am- 
biguous, has unlimited scope, 
“unlimited power to delegate au- 
thority to censor,” and makes “no 
provision for appeal or review.

Trinity in Chesterfield With- 
draws in Dispute Over 
Doctrines. 


Trinity Tathaeen Church in 
| Chesterfield has withdrawn from 
the Lutheran Church - Misscuri 
Synod and joined the newly-or- 
ganized Orthodox Lutheran Con- 
ference in a dispute over church 
doctrines, it was revealed today. 

The Rev. Gustave G. Schup- 
mann, pastor of Trinity Church 
for the last 34 years, is attending 
an organizational meeting of the 
new group at Okabena, Minn. His 
congregation voted last week to 
break with the Missouri Synod 
and enter the new. church organ- 
ization, the Post-Dispatch was in- 
formed. 

The break was precipitated by 
the adoption on the part of the 
Missouri Synod of a “common 
confession” of faith in June 1950. 
The common confession afterward 
was adopted by the American 
Lutheran Church. Spokesmen for 
the Orthodox Conference said 
that the common confession was 
“too liberal” and marked a break 
in the historic confession, of Luth- 
eranism.

CLEVELAND, Oct. 2 (AP)— 
Clevelanders with a toothache 
now have a choice. Twelve den- 
tists here are ready to use gas 
and/or hypnotism on them before 


starting to work. 
That came out last night at a 


session of the Cleveland Dental 


Society addressed by Dr. Thomas 
O. Burgess, head of the depart- 
ment of psychology and educa- 
tion at Concordia College, Moor- 
head, Minn. 

In the first three weeks hyp- 
nosis was used here, the dentists 
tried it on 346 patierts. They 
pulled 30 teeth and filled 150. 
In some cases, they also used 
anesthesia, but some of the teeth 
were extracted with hypnosis 
alone. 

Dr. Burgess said some patients 
could be hypnotized to any of 
nine tsages—ranging from a state 
of extreme relaxation to where 
the most difficult operations 
could be performed without drug 
anesthesia. 

Dr. -Burgess declared more 
than 50. dentists in the United 
States and Canada now know how

The first such trip 
was in June, 1916, the second 
in 1919 and the St. Louis tour 
in 1920. And, much to the sur- 
prise of the Europeans, the Amer- 
icans came off with a fine rec- 
ord. Out of 34 games played, 17 
were won by the United States, 
12 were tied and only five lost. 


It was Cahill’s proud boast that 
in spite of the fact that he was 
an employe of the Spalding Co. 
for a score of years, he “never 
solicited or sold soccer parapher- 
nalia.to anyone connected with 
the game” in that period. His in- 
terest was solely promotional. 

Cahill is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Mary Cahill, and a daughter, 
Nell, both of whom live in South 
Orange.

tor are being held up by May- 
bank’s committee. 

One Full-Fledged Director. 

The other director is H. Earl 
Cook. His term, and Harl’s, ex- 
pired Sept. 5, leaving only Pres- 
ton Belano as a full-fledged FDIC 
director. Har] and Cook have con- 
tinued at work, but without au- 
thority to commit FDIC funds. 
The law calls for at least two out 
of the three FDIC directors to 
concur on some decisions. 

The banking committee held up 
action on the reappointments on 
the request of state banking of- 
ficials. They were irked by an 
FDIC ruling that state banks, in 
order to get FDIC insurance, 
would have to maintain the same 
ratio of capital to deposits as the 
national average ratio. 

That average is now 6.8 per 
cent. That meant owners of state 
banks would have to keep enough 
of their own money in the busi- 
ness to equal 6.8 per cent of the 
deposits their banks accepted. 
Several state banking commission- 
ers protested this was a federal 
invasion of state authority. 
Order Rescinded. 
The FDIC rescinded the order 
yesterday, pending further study. 
Agreement to drop the require- 
ment was reported to have been 
reached at a weekend conference 
in St. Louis between state and 
federal banking officials. 
That apparently cleared the 
ay for early confirmation of 
arl and Cook to new terms. 
That would mean the FDIC 
would again have three full- 
fledged directors to authorize its 
acts, such as paying insurance to 
depositors of a failed bank. 
But Maybank said yesterday he 
was told by FDIC attorneys the 
corporation could pay off insur- 
ance with or without a full board 
of directors, 
Fulbright, in questioning Harl 
before a Senate banking subcom* 
mittee, said FDIC was exceeding 
the $10,000 limit by its practice 
of merging a failed bank with a 
sound one, thereby allowing de- 
posits to be paid off in full, not 
only up to $10,000. The FDIC 
insures the sound bank against 
any loss in the transaction. 
Har! said this is not extra-legal, 
protects the public interest and 
insures against “hysteria” and 
“chain reaction” resulting from 
bank failure. 


SENATE VOTES DEFENSE ROAD 
AND HIGHWAY REPAIR FUNDS 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 2 (AP)— 
The Senate passed yesterday with- 
out objection bills making $45,- 
000,000 available for building de- 
fense roads and $15,000,000 for 
repairing highways damaged by 
floods. The bills now go to the 
House. 

The $45,000,000 would be avail- 
able until June 30, 1953, for 
building access roads and others 
certified as essential to national 
defense. The second bill would 
put $15,000,000 in an emergency 
relief fund for repair and recon- 
struction of roads and bridges 
damaged by floods and other ca- 
tastrophes. This is an increase 
of $10,000,000 over the $5,000,000 
fund authorized in the 1950 fed- 
eral-aid highway act. 

The appropriation would help 
repair damages caused this year 
by floods in the Midwest.

EVANSTON, Ill., Oct. 2 (AP)— 
Argentine Editor Alberto Gainza 
Paz said yesterday that people 
without a free press “are blind— 
destined to suffer all manner of 
indignities and tragedies.” 

Dr. Gainza Paz, publisher of 
La Prensa of Buenos Aires, which 
Was seized last March by the 
Peron government, was convoca- 
tion speaker at Northwestern Uni- 
versity, which awarded him the 
honorary degree of doctor of 
journalism. 

The modern-day dictator “does 
not. suppress the printing press, 
but reduces it to a sfgle voice,” 
said Dr. Gainza Paz. ‘“Dictator- 
ship wants a kept press, but just 
as it wants a political party and 
popular assemblies—only as an 
expression of a single thought. - 

“This, live pages of information 
and comment, when stifled by 
rulers who will not tolerate or 
recognize differing opinion, lan- 
guish and die;’ those pages no 
longer belong to jourgalism.” 

Such publications, he said, ‘“‘are 
still called journalism by their 
masters—who also have parlia- 
ments without opposition, elec- 


without reply and demagoguery 
without limit.” 

Dr. Gainza Paz quoted much of 
his address from a chapter of a 
book he and his former staff 
editors are preparing to explain 
why South America’s largest 
newspaper was confiscated after 
a life of 81 years. 

“A widely and freely informed 
people can judge a bad govern- 
ment, but a people lacking free 
| information and getting their 
news distorted, directed and cen- 
sored, are blind—destined to suf- 
fer all manner of indignities and 
tragedies,” he said. 

“The Germans, Italians and 
Spaniards all lost free access to 
news at the same time they lost 
their freedom. The same thing is 
happening in the Americas today. 


“Accurate news is the terror, | 


the dreaded demon, of present- 
day dictatorships. 

“Totalitarians are infuriated by 
their inability to control the ex- 
change of information between 
countries having a free press. 

“Our experience is a tragic 
lesson for America. We must bear 
in mind this eterna] truth—when

Proposals Viewed as

“4 PROPOSAL by the Council of State Governments for a legalized 
regional planning and management agency for water and other 
resources of the Missouri river basin was made public today. 
‘The council, which is the established clearing house of mutual 

problems for all 48 states, suggested creation of a Missouri Basin 

Commission, cloaked with specific powers and duties, to be brought 

into existence by an interstate compact of the 10 Missouri basin 

states and the Federal Government. 


‘ This proposal, while it would 
give centralized administration, 
does not contemplate complete 
unification of functions, as out- 
lined by the council. However, 
the scheme would be capable of 
revision to provide for a more 
comprehensive control. 


The council’s plan, described 
as a preliminary draft, brushes 
aside as unsuitable three alterna- 
tives. These are the existing 
extra-official and voluntary co- 
ordination of planning by the 
Missouri Basin Interagency Com- 
mittee; the “authority idea,” as 
embraced in the long pending 
proposal for a Missouri Valley 
Authority patterned after the 
Tennessee Valley Authority; and 
the merger of federal construc- 
tion functions as recommended 
by the Hoover Commission on 
Governmental Reorganization. 
Proposal Requested 2 Years Ago. 

This proposal for a regional 
agency set up by the interstate 
compact method was made by the 
council in response to a request 
by the Missouri River States 
Committee almost two years 
ago. Action on this was urged by 
Gov. Val Peterson (Rep.) of Ne- 
braska, chairman of the latter 
organization, which represents the 
governors of the 10 basin states. 

Gov. Peterson, transmitting 
copies of the council report to 
members of his committee, said 
he had requested the council to 
begin work immediately on a 
first draft of such a compact. 
He expressed the hope that the 
draft would be ready for the 


al, state and local government. 
(The proposed MVA would be em- 
powered to work through existing 
agencies also.) 


Key to Proper Management. 


The key to proper management 
of the Missouri basin is to be 
found in “exercise of administra- 
tive discretion over the manage- 
ment of the main-stem and tribu- 
tary reservoirs,” the council re- 
port déclared. It added:

HE old China hands who used to assure the world that China 
was far too vast and too populous to be digested by the Com- 
munists are eating crow these days, for China’s Red masters, 


giving the lie to the prophets, have exploited modern communica- 


tions, including the radio and the 


omnipresent loudspeaker, as well 


as modern style mass terror to regiment virtually the entire nation. 


The Communist ruthlessness 
makes the pages of George Or- 
well’s “1984” menacingly © real. 
The fantastic nature of these 
methods makes them hard to con- 
vey to the western world which 


tends to believe only that which 
is familiar. 


Fantastic or no, Chinese Com- 
munist methods have in practice 
turned nearly 500,000,000 people 
into obedient robots—a _  disci- 
plined mass power of tremendous 
importance in this shrinking 
world. Private thoughts and re- 
sentments, undoubtedly growing, 
mean little since few dare trans- 
late their views into action. 


It is true that there are some 
guerrillas still fighting against 
the Communist government, but, 
according to Chinese refugees, 
missionaries, foreign officials and 
business men, including British 
subjects, thousands of Chinese 
now feel that war is the only 
chance of liberation from their 
Red “liberators.” 

This last is significant. It 
means that terror methods are so 
efficient that Chinese people have 
given up hope of successful re- 
sistance to the Reds unless they 
have help from outside. 


Velvet-Gloye Techniques Ended. 

Certainly the most important 
internal event on the Chinese 
mainland during the last year has 
been the public abandonment by 
the Chinese Communists of the 
earlier velvet-glove techniques. 
The Korean war undoubtedly 
helped to force the Chinese Com- 
munists’ hand and the present re- 
sort to terror is also an inevitable 


as “the deviation of boundless 
magnanimity” toward counter- 
revolutionaries. 

Since that time the Chinese 
have given the world the follow- 
ing key lessons on how to liqui- 
date potential opposition and ter- 
rorize a people in the twentieth 
century. 

On Feb. 21, 1951, Peiping de- 
creed “the regulations of the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of China for the 
punishment of counter-revolution- 
aries”—a document of unprece- 
dented severity. It prescribed the 
death penalty for a long list of 
vaguely defined crimes such as 
“disturbing the market or under- 
mining finance.” The penalties 
were retroactive. Thus a man 
‘could be accused of a counter- 
revolutionary deed committed 20 
or 30 years ago. In actual prac- 
tice, a counter-revolutionary be- 
came anyone who seemed, for 
reasons of profession or back- 
ground, to be suspicious. 


Boom in Executions. 


With the publication of this de- 
cree, the much-publicized mass 
executions began to boom. The 
Communist press itself puts the 
number of executions and arrests 
at more than 1,000,000 and in 
this case there seems no reason 
to doubt the Communist word. 


It seems strange to inhabitants 
of liberal democratic countries 
that the Communists should not 
only stage these executions but 
brag of the number of deaths in 
their newspapers. Our psychol- 
ogy would be to hush up such

Freedom to Know 


Here is a tip to historians of our times: Mark 
Sept. 30, 1951. On that date, a group of 40 
newspaper editors and executives, after an all- 
day session with Dr. Alberto Gain Paz, exiled 
Argentine ‘editor of gagged La Prensa, ad- 
mitted in so many words that it is happening 
here, too. They issued a declaration with more 
meaning than a quarter-century of platitudinous 
resolutions such as regularly have come out of 
editors’ sessions, 

Meeting at Northwestern University’s School 
of Journalism, these editors from over the 
country drew up and issued a warning not to 
their brethren of the press but to the people. 
They declared: | 

The fundamental right of the people to 
information is being steadily undermined 
by the growing practice of secrecy in gov- 
ernment on national, state and local levels; 
the growing tendency of public officials to 
feel that they are not accountable to the 

. public; that they may conduct the business 
of their offices in secret; that they may 
seal or impound the public records: that 
they may divulge only such information as 
they think is good for the people to know; 
that they extend military security into the 
areas of news which have no bearing on 
the nation’s security, as shown by the dan- 
gers in an executive order issued within the- 
week. 

What will happen if this trend continues un- 
checked? The editors were of one answer. They 
declared that the people are in danger of losing 
their rights to freedom of information by de- 
fault unless they demand of their public offi- 
cials the right of free access to the facts about 
their Government. 

Never before have editors in this country 
made it so clear that freedom of the press is 
not a selfish possession of the newspapers, but 
for all the people so they may be informed and 
thus made able to participate intelligently in 
self-government. 

The presence of Dr. Gainza Paz was evidence 
enough of the bitter truth. He is living as com- 
fortably in exile in this country as he lived in 
Buenos Aires. The real losers are the Argen- 
tine people who now have no voice, no bringer 
of the news, no protector of democratic rights. 
It would be the same in the United States were 
freedom of information ever to be tailored to 
the whims and notions of vested bureaucrats. 

The President’s executive order authorizing 
civil department heads to classify information 
as “‘secret” in the name of security, however 
well intended, invites the gravest abuses. But 


,bad as it is, it is not isolated. It comes in a 


whole series of restrictions, including some to 
which even our Supreme Court has been a 
party. 

For the rule of the Supreme Court in the 
Dennis decision holds that danger no longer 
needs to be “clear and present.” It is enough 
for the Vinson majority that danger be regarded 
as “probable.” This removes a protection which 
fearless editors have often relied on in contempt 
of court cases when it was necessary to oppose 
a vindictive, incompetent or corrupt judge. 

Already a bill has been introduced in the Sen- 
ate to “repeal” the President’s order under 


which legitimate news could be blacked out. — 


The President’s own congressional advisors 
should not permit this issue to get into party 
politics. They should persuade him to correct 
the situation promptly. He was quick to apol- 
ogize to the Marine Corps for his slight to that 
notable branch of the service when he calculated 
the damage he had done. There is even more 
cause to straighten himself out here. 

If Mr. Truman continues to be ill-advised on 
this issue then the role of the people is clear. 
For in the language of the editors at North- 
western, “This is the right of the people which 
cannot be taken for granted, but must be fought 
for every day.” 
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They’re Crowding Mr. Snider 


We sympathize completely with the Illinois 
farmer whose cornfield has been designated as 
the official center of the national population.

We know how Mr. Snider feels. Like most 
farmers, he is undoubtedly a man who likes 
elbow-room. He doesn’t care to be jostled. He 
has spent all his life enjoying the feeling of 
space—and here comes the Government to put 
him right in the geographical middle of 153,- 
000,000 people. 

There is something irresistible about statis- 
tics, however, and Mr. Snider had just as well 
get used to his role as a statistical celebrity. 
The best he can @o is to Jook forward to the 
next census, which will undoubtedly show that 
the center of population has moved on westward, 
to the discomfiture of some other luckless lover 
of emptiness. 
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No Idle Words, Eh?. 


When it comes to translating gobbledygook 
into the English language, we do not think one 
can make too sure of having reached the irre- 
ducible minimum. For instance: 

A British Government handbook, entitled ‘No 
Idle Words,” cited a letter from a branch man- 
ager to a higher officer: 

Verbal contact with Mr. Blank regarding “ 
the attached notification of promotion has 
elicited the attached representations inti- 
mating that he prefers to decline the as- 
signment. 

The Government handbook says this should 
have been written: 


I have spoken to Mr. Blank ahout this 
promotion; he does not wish to accept the 
post offered. 


A London newspaper commented that it 
should be: 


Blank doesn’t want the job. 
And as nearly as we can figure out, the Lon- 


don newspaper has overwritten the situation 
considerably. Why take five words to do the 
work of two? As follows: 

Blank: Blankety-blank. 
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One Yardstick for Both Parties - 


The 41 members of the Republican National 
Committee who gave Chairman Guy Gabrielson 
a vote of confidence at a regional conference 
would have been better advised to wait until 
Mr. Gabrielson’s case had been fully investi- 
gated by a Senate committee. 


Mr. Gabrielson may be able to prove to the 
committee, which is to hear him Thursday, 
that his relations with the RFC have been as 
clean of political influence as he says they 
were. But until the committee has heard the 
whole story, votes of confidence by his political 
associates are premature. This sort of thing 
suggests that certain Republicans look upon 
political influence in the RFC as wrong only 
when practiced by the other party. 


Senator Taft has speciously argued that Mr. 


- Gabrielson could not be guilty of political influ- 
ence because the Republicans as the minority 


party have no influence. The Senator is not 


fooling anybody, least of all himself. He knows 
that a teléphone call from the chairman of the 
Republican committee, like a telephone call 
from the Democratic chairman, carries more 
weight with most Government officials than 
just an ordinary phone call. . ; 

Republicans like Senator Williams of: Dela- 
ware show more wisdom, as well as political 
prudence, when they insist that Mr. Gabrielson 
be measured by the same moral yardstick that 
is applied to Democratic Chairman Boyle. The 
principle that a party chairman should not be 
the beneficiary of business dealings. with, the 
Government applies to anybody who becomes a 
party chairman. 
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Calling a Red Bluff - 
The Communists have opened a counter-cam- 
paign against the integration of West Germany 


with the Western nations as outlined at Washing- — 


ton and Ottawa. Instead, they have proposed 
the reunification of West and East Germany, 
something which, of course, always has been 
immensely popular with all Germans, Happily, 
the Bonn Government has met this propaganda 
head-on by drawing up 14 points under which it 
would be glad to agree to a vote on the issue in 
both Germanys. 

The 14 points would insure a truly free elec- 
tion. They provide safeguards for adequate cam- 
paigning in person, by radio and through the 
press on both sides of the dividing line. They 
insist on secrecy of the ballots and an impartial 
count. They guarantee voters and candidates 
against intimidation and reprisal. They would 
give East Germany. a chance to repudiate its 
Red bosses. . 

In short, they are conditions most unlikely to 
be accepted by the Russian puppet, Premier 
Otto Grotewohl of East Germany. But if the 
Communists do not accept them, it will be well 
nigh impossible for them to convince any rea- 
sonable German that the Western powers and 
not the Russians stand in the way of unification. 


Chancellor Adenauer was at first inclined to 
ignore the Reds’ unification campaign, but 
changed his attitude under pressure from mem- 
bers of his own coalition as well as the Social 
Democratic opposition. And it is well that he did 
so. Otherwise the Communists would have had 
a free field for propaganda against Bonn and 
the West. This might have been very effective, 
especially among the refugees from Iron Curtain 
Germany. Now the Red bluff has been called. 


Either the Communists must consent to a fair 
test, or their insincerity stands exposed. 
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Ramming Through a Bill 
With as much finesse as a steamroller, the 
Missouri Senate’s Democratic majority ' has 
rammed through its gerrymandered congres- 
sional redistricting bill. In doing so, the major- 


_ity—including seven St. Louisans— has voted 


to redisirict the state so that under expected 
conditions Missouri would have nine Democratic 
congressmen and two Republicans. 

This action smells to the four corners of the 
State. It is as brazen a display of selfish party 
interest as Missouri has seen in a long time. It 
completely disregards population trends of the 
1950 census, which made redistricting necessary. 
It weighs the congressional ballot heavily in 
favor of the rural voter. It is completely unfair 
to the voter living in the St. Louis area. 


As a counter, the Republicans are threatening 
to force submission of the Senate bill to voters 
in a referendum. This most likely would result 
in the election of the State’s Congressmen in 
a statewide vote, rather than by districts. 


Yet the threat has not halted the Democrats’ 
drive to put over the bill. Apparently, they feel 
that in such a situation heavy Democratic voting 
in St. Louis and Kansas City would give them 
all 11 seats. If it comes to this—and if they 
are wrong—their partisanship will be its own 
undoing. 

But in all the selfish maneuvering, the real 
object of redistricting has been forgotten. That 
objective is to draw a fair, honest and equitable 
bill providing 11 districts of approximately 
equal population so that a vote in one district 
will count for as much as in another. Whether 
the vote goes to a Democrat or a Republican 
is utterly immaterial. 
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Hard to Accept 

Speaking in Chicago, Senator John Marshall 
Butler told his audience that the 1950 election 
in Maryland “was as clean as a '‘whistle.”, 

That was the campaign in which Mr. Butler 
himself was the chief beneficiary of a fake 
picture, circulated widely just before election 
day. The picture purported to show Communist 
Earl Browder in close conversation with Millard 
F. Tydings, whom Butler opposed, whereas no 
such meeting took place. It was, in short, a 
pictorial lie. Yet the campaign was ‘“‘clean as 
a whistle”! 

We suppose that the country has no choice 
except to get used to: hearing from time to 
time from this man who calls himself a United 
States Senator. But as for us, we will always 
start, at least a little, whenever we, see his full 
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‘mame and are reminded that he apparently was 


named for a celebrated and distinguished Amer- 
ican, the great Chief Justice John Marshall. 
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Peren Plays It Big 
Argentina’s Dictator-President Peron certainly 
is playing his “revolution” for all it is worth. 
Arrests of opposition politicians, writers and 
soldiers have been ordered wholesale. Leaders 


of the Nationalist, Radical, Socialist, Conserva-. 


tive and Communist parties are all in jail. 

What a mockery! Already Argentine election 
laws had been so rewritten that nobedy could 
begin to make anything like an effective cam- 
paign against the Peronistas. But by putting 
every leader who has ever disagreed with him 
in the slightest behind bars, a dictator probably 
feels that he is taking out the ultimate in insur- 
ance policies for his regime. 

There is no excuse like an abortive revolt for 
tightening up the screws. And Peron apparent- 
ly does not mean to miss any. He even seized 
the opportunity — which many believe was of 
his own staging—to make another attack on 
former Ambassador Spruille Braden. Peron ac- 
cused this “American imperialist” of financing 
the alleged uprising. What nonsense! 

How much of this talk can the Argentine man- 
in-the-street be persuaded to believe? Certainly, 
he w'll hear nothing to the contrary since 
Peron’s control over press and radio is virtually 
absolute. 

Perhaps the very tightness of this control, 
the utter one-sidedness of all information will 
cause suspicions of the Peron regime to sprout 
even more abundantly in the Argentine than 
heretofore. In attempting to tighten his physical 
control over the nation, Peron may have over- 
played his hand. Even those who feel that it is 
unwise to vote against him may mark their bal- 
lots with crossed fingers. ~

Moral Tone in the RFC

What has happened to the moral tone of 
public service? How is it possible for a 
Government employe to consider accept- 
ing gifts—or monetary fees—from a pri- 
vate concern doing business with the Gov- 
ernment? 

Why are the practices disclosed in re- 
cent weeks by the Lithofold-RFC inquiry 
so often uncondemned until they hit the 
front pages — and sometimes not even 
then? 


What has become of the standards of 
integrity that should be implicit in the 
Government of the United States? 


The sordid tale continues, and the most 
shocking thing about it is that many of the 
persons concerned do not even seem to 
understand the gross impropriety of their 
acts. There has been so much influence- 
selling, so much favoritism. so much back- 
scratching in’ Washington (and elsewhere) 
that normal standards have been discarded 
and an explosion of public indignation 
seems necessary to restore honor to its 
proper place. 

Obviously only a few individuals are 
involved; but one of the tragedies of this 
wretched business is that it unavoidably 
casts a reflection on the whole body of the 
Federal Government because of the con- 
temptible actions of the few. 

The fault lies not merely with those 
who see nothing wrong with accepting 
television sets or world series tickets or 
“small hams” or expensive cameras from 
business firms to which they may or may 
not be able to throw some Government 
contracts. The fault lies equally with 
the business firms themselves. 


And it lies also with those in places of 
high political power who are willing to 
use the weight of their prestige for the 
financial benefit of friends or associates. 


All the evidence !s not yet in: all the 
people involved have not yet testified; and 
it may yet turn out that there have been 
no criminal acts. But the mere question 
of legality or illegality can never be the 
test of what is right or wrong in govern- 
ment. 

There is a certain sense of fitness that 
any public servant or any person dealing 
with government ought to have; and if he 
does not possess that quality, he ought to 
keep away from contact with governmental 
activities. 


No misguided sense of loyalty can shel- 
ter any Administration from the responsi- 
bility of going all out after such shabby 
practices as the current inquiry may bring 
to light, whether or not they are techni- 
cally illegal. 


The American people are fed up with 
the kind of furtive undercover work that 
seems to have particularly characterized so

many RFC deals. And yet they should 
not be too surprised at what has happened. 


The RFC, that cornucopia of federal 
funds available for private business, is an 
invitation to trouble. A depression-born 
agency, it has long outlived its original 
purpose in this era of prosperity and flow- 
ing credit. Congress could remove one 
source of great temptation by removing 
the RFC from the governmental scene. .

In formal testimony before a Senate 
subcommittee, Democratic National Chair- 
man William M. Boyle Jr., has repeated 
his denial of any wrongdoing or impro- 
priety in connection with the RFC loan 
to the American Lithofold Corp. 


When he had finished, Republican Sen- 
ator Nixon of California said: 

“When you contend that you did noth- 
ing, never discussed the Lithofold loan 
and had no influence with RFC, it just 
doesn't add up.” 

That is an appraisal of Mr. Boyle's testi- 
mony with which most people will agree. 

This is what the record shows: 


About Feb. 1, 1949, Mr. Boyle was re- 
tained at $500 a month as Washington 
counsel for Lithofold. He cannot remem- 
ber what services, if any, he rendered in 
exchange for the $1250 that was paid him 
during the 10-week period he served as 
counsel for the corporation. 

On Feb. 8, 1949, Mr. Boyle became vice 
chairman of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, serving without compensation. On 
April 20, 1949, he became a paid official of 
the committee, and gave up his private law 
practice. 

On Feb. 28, 1949, Mr. Boyle arranged 
for’ a conference between Lithofold of- 
ficials and Harley Hise, then chairman of 
the RFC. So far as the record shows this 
was the only service he ever rendered the 
corporation. 

The arranging of this appointment was 
not mentioned by Mr. Boyle in a statement 
issued Aug. 4. In that statement he said. 
“T had nothing to do with the granting of 
the loan.” 

Mr. Boyle continues to insist that he did 
not discuss the Lithofold loan with any 
one at RFC and exerted no pressure or in- 
fluence to secure favorable action on it. 


The proposed loan had been turned 
down three times by the RFC. Three days 
after the conference arranged by Mr. 
Boyle, however, the RFC approved an 
$80,000 working capital loan to Lithofold 
—forerunner of a total loan of $565,000. 


There has been no plausible explanation 
of the reasons which drought about this 
change of heart. Mr. Boyle insists, how- 
ever, that his appearance in the picture 
had nothing to do with it, and that, some- 
how, just. doesn’t add up.

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WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP)— 
Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, today cited testimony by 
Harold E. Stassen to support his 
charge that Ambassador-at-Large 
Philip C. Jessup has followed the 
Communist party line. 

McCarthy testified before a 
Senate Foreign Relations subcom- 
mittee which is considering Pres- 
ident Truman’s nomination of 
Jessup to this country’s United 
Nations delegation. 

In a sometimes stormy hearing, 
McCarthy called attention to tes- 
timony by Stassen yesterday to 
the Senate’s Internal Security 
subcommittee. 

He said Stassen’s testimony 
showed the extent to which Owen 
Lattimore, Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity professor, “followed the 
Communist party line” at an Oc- 
tober 1949 roundtable discussion 
of China policy at the State De- 
partment. 

Referring to Lattimore’s poli- 
cies, McCarthy declared: 

“T'll show that Jessup adopted 
them 100 per cent.” 

Stassen’s Testimony. 

Stassen testified yesterday that 
at the 1949 meeting Lattimore 
was the leader of a dominant 
group advocating a 10-point pro- 
gram that included recognition of 
Red China, turning over Formosa 
to the Chinese Communists, and 
the withdrawal of United States 
aid from Chiang Kai-shek’s Chi- 
nese Nationalists. 

Both Lattimore and Jessup 
have denied McCarthy's charges 
against them. 

Stassen said he pleaded with 
Jessup not to follow this course, 
but that Jessup told him he 
thought the “greater logic” was 
on the side of the Lattimore 
group. 

McCarthy contended today that 
Stassen showed “how the State 
Department followed the I atti- 
more line, or tried to follow it, 
right down to the last detail.”

N the detective story of classic design, murder is

Or he has been thwart- 
ed by love and wants 
to expunge the other 
guy. Motives, in short, 
of understandable di- 
mensions. 

You don’t find much 
gentility in homicide 
-—at least televised 
homicide — these days 
of heroin addiction, 
complicated lusts and 
a general excess of 
emotion. It’s kind of

JOHN CROSBY Eye” where the en- 
vironment was overwhelmingly posh the other 
night. Young Reggie, a moustached young wastrel 
of rococo design, was in love with uncle’s toothsome 
secretary. But he had to get uncle’s consent or, 
chances were, he’d be cut out of the will and then 
how would the couple live?

RIGHT AWAY, some instinct told. me something 
untoward was going to happen to uncle moneybags, 
a suspicion almost instantly confirmed when we 
met him. An unpleasant old party, hopelessly sus- 
picious, highly peremptory and very much in need 
of a rubbing out. . Also, he tended orchids, and you 
know what those people are like. It’s been a good 
long time since an author has shown énough regard 
for the sensibilities of the rest of us to establish 
the that the corpse is no one we'll miss very 
much. 

Just as in the old days, the suspects, each with a 
Motive pinned on him like a clothing store label, 
were paraded before us—young Reggie, the pretty 
young lady, and a sinister old lady (a sister of the 
deceased or something) who watched everyone else 
through spyglasses. All this before the old gentle- 
man expired. Everything in good time. Years ago, 
there was a rule on Martin Kane that a corpse had 
to be produced within the first five minutes, prefer- 
ably within the first two. Not any more. Not 
within recent memory has there been such a pro- 
cession of suspects before any crime had been 
committed.

ULTIMATELY, OF COURSE, the old crank was 
extinguished and then in came Martin Kane, private 
eye, an expression that cries for fresh blood. Here 
again the inquisition followed classic lines. The 
suspects were lined up in the living room and were 
asked where they were at quarter to 10. They were 
all unshakably somewhere else and each knew to 
the most minute particular what he or she was do- 
ing at that precise minute of that precise evening. 
I can’t recall a single evening of my life in which I 
could recall what I was up to a quarter to 10, or, 
for that matter, quarter after 10, and I’m always 
overwhelmed with admiration at these feats of 


memory.

ANYHOW, MR. KANE, abetted by his friend Sgt. 
Ross, is forced to employ deductive reasoning to 
break the case. Now, deduction sounds like a 
fairly obvious element in a detective story, but, 
if you think about it a bit, you’ll discover that you 
haven't seen very much of it around on television 
for a long time. The old Martin Kane solved mur- 
ders almost entirely by the use of his fists, a non- 
deductive organ. His skull was useful only to be 
beat upon by pistol butts. The whole modern 
school of private sleuths dates back to Dashiell 
Hammett’s “The Maltese Falcon.” The hero of that 
epic was a real rough tough guy, all right, but he 
deducted from time to time, too. Somewhere along 
the line, deduction got lost and was supplanted 
entirely by the ready fist and the gun butt. I can 
remember another Martin Kane drama which was 
up to its hips in bodies but never bothered to dis- 
close the motive,for killing any of them. Just pure, 
undistilled, unreasoning homicide. 

I’m happy to report the return to the most intel- 
lectual school of murder and also the fact that Mr. 
Kane solved his little puzzle without undue mental 
strain. It was the toothsome young lady, played 
by Margaret Hayes, who plays about half the tooth- 
some young ladies on TV these days and appears 
on panel shows on what is left of the 24-hour day.

Rules for Accessories 
By John Robert Powers 


IKE the frosting on a cake, 

accessories are either fresh, 

smooth and inviting, or better 
left off! And just as there are 
rules for the making of enchant- 
ing ices and frostings, so are 
there for accessorizing: 


1, Never use more than three 
accessories in the same color un- 
less you are working out a mono- 
tone costume in neutral colors. 

2. Equally to be avoided is the 
opposite extreme. You'll attain 
only a patchwork quilt effect if 
you use more than three shades 
in youk accessories for any one 
costume. Even with three, one 
should be of the same color as 
your costume. 

3. To prevent clashes, accessor- 
jes should contain the same un- 
derlying tone as the clothes with 
which they are worn. Example: 
With a blue-red coat a shell-pink 
scarf is fine, but d coral-pink scarf 
has a yellow rather than a blue 
undertone and will result in dis- 
harmony. 

4. While accessories need not 
be gaudy or out-sized, they should 
never be dinky. Choose those 
that are in proportion to your 
size, as forthright and as hand- 
some as your budget allows. 

5. Never select an accessory 
that does not point up your 
clothes and the hour at which 
they are worn.

We spent the entire day out in 
the square, in the midst of a No- 
vember gale. Again and again we 

‘were counted, registered, and 
called up. Later the men were 
led off to the bath in small groups.

20 people at a time, and the wom- 

-en had to wait until last. We 
were given nothing to eat. It was 
long after darkness before the 
group of women was taken to the 
bath. It consisted of an unheated 
shack partitioned into three 
rooms: undressing room, washing 
room, and dressing room. The 
undressing room and the dressing 
room were to one side of the 
washroom, and were connected by 
a disinfection chamber.

E had to strip naked and 

hang all our clothing on an 

iron ring which was then 
handed to the disinfector. The 
disinfector was a man, and not an 
old man, but a criminal prisoner. 
Then we waited, purple with cold, 
until two more criminals on camp 
duty appeared. They were a bar- 
ber and a medical aid. The med- 
ical aid examined our heads for 
lice. Any woman who was so 
afflicted was shaved to the scalp. 

In the washroom we were each 
given 10 grams of soap and a 
wooden tub which we were al- 
lowed to fill twice with lukewarm 
water. Then the water was 
turned off. In the dressing room 
our supposedly disinfected clothes 
lay in a heap on the dirty cement 
floor where before us 2800 men 
from our train-had dressed. Still 
trembling with cold, we _ got 
dressed. The heat in the disinfec- 
tion room had sealed into our 
clothes the dirt of 35 days in the 
cattle car. 

We were led along a path glar- 
ingly illuminated by floodlights 
and edged with barbed wire, and 
up a hill to the special zone for 
counterrevolutionaries. The wome- 
en’s barrack was surrounded by 
several barbed-wire fences. The 
guard unlocked a wooden gate, 
opened the door of the barrack, 
announced that here were 13 
newcomers, and vanished. 

We stood in the doorway for a 
moment, looking at the light in- 
side and listening to women’s 
voices. Now, we thought, we 
would have our first peaceful 
night after 35 days of traveling. 
We no longer remembered that 
we were hungry; we could think 
of nothing but sleep. 
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the rough boarding. The holes 
were there in spite of all our 
efforts to patch them. 

Filled with fear of the un- 
known, we crossed the threshold 
of the prison. The first thing we 
saw was the prison van, the Black 
Raven as the sinister vehicle is 
called in Russia. Down a lane of 
fixed bayonets we walked to the 
Black Raven. 

Those bayonets destroyed our , 
last illusions, From that moment 
on we were, for everyone who 
came in contact with us, convicted 
counter-revolutionaries, the worst 
sort of criminals, far more repre- 
hensible than any murderer. When 
I signed the slip of paper which 
stated my sentence, it had just 
been a piece of paper to me. It 
was not until the following month, 
when I was marched out of the 
prison, that those’ five years sud- 
denly became horribly meaning- 
ful. ‘ 

One after .the other we clam- 
bered up into the Raven and dis- 

. appeared into the black maw. 
Several of us half pulled, half 
pushed’ Anna up; that desperate 
criminal was too weak to climb * 
in without help. Silently she sat 
down next to me and we listened 
to the sobs of the Moscow women 
who were saying good-by forever 
to their native city. 

Towards evening we were load- 
ed into a cattle car at the freight 
yards on the far outskirts of the 
city. Some of the older women 
remembered that during Tsarist 
times these cattle cars -had been 
marked, “Twelve horses or 48 
men.”’ Now there were no inscrip- 
tions on them at all. But when 
our eyes became accustomed to 
the darkness in the interior of 
the car we saw that the Soviet 
authorities had heeded Stalin’s 
slogan of “Catch up with and sur- 
pass the past.” They had far sur- 
passed it; our group of some 25 
women raised the total number 
of women in. the car to about a 
hundred. 

We then discovered that these 
other prisoners were all female 
criminals who greeted our entry 
with loud shouts of malicious en-
